The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in combination with 
all the elements of the claims, the prior art of record does not teach subtracting a 
second time-varying signal from a first time-varying signal to derive a time-varying 
difference signal . While the references are largely directed to instrument structure and 
operation per se, teaches away from differential imaging of any type. None of the prior 
art teaches structure or method for the production of ultrasound diathermy time-varying 
difference signals as opposed to an imaged difference in association with therapeutic 
treatment of tissue.
